Rescue teams search for experienced fisherman off Devil's Island 


Search scaled back overnight

A fisherman who fell over¬ 
board near Devil’s Island 
early yesterday morning 
had still not been found 
late last night. 

The 39-year-old man 
went out herring fishing 
with two other men on the 
vessel Lady Tiana early yes¬ 
terday, according to the 
Halifax search and rescue 
centre. The centre received 
a call from the coast guard 
that he had fallen over¬ 
board shortly before 2:30 
a.m. 

“It appears he got tan¬ 
gled somehow and ended 
up going overboard,” 
RCMP spokesman Cpl. Joe 
Taplin said yesterday.

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Nova Scotia will 
implement a two-year 
freeze on salaries for mem¬ 
bers of the legislature, sen¬ 
ior civil servants and politi¬ 
cal staff, the province’s 
NDP government said in a 
pre-budget announcement 
yesterday. 

The move mirrors a 
measure contained in the 
budget presented by the 
former Conservative gov¬ 
ernment in early May. 

The changes will be con¬ 
tained in the Financial 
Measures Act, which will 
be tabled after the New De¬ 
mocrats present their budg¬ 
et this Thursday. 

Deputy premier Frank 
Corbett said with the 
province facing a deficit of 
$590 million, the govern¬ 
ment must be prepared to 
“lead by example.” 

Members of the Nova 
Scotia House of Assembly 
currently make $86,000 a 
year. 

“I think it goes along 
with our overall plan of liv¬ 
ing within our means,” 
Corbett said. 

The announcement fol¬ 
lowed quickly on the heels 
of a government move last 
week to eliminate two ma¬ 


jor perks, including a spe¬ 
cial $45,000 payment to de¬ 
feated and retired legisla¬ 
tive members. Also, outgo¬ 
ing members are no longer 
allowed to keep their tax- 
payer-supplied office furni¬ 
ture. 

Corbett said the an¬ 
nouncements aren’t a mat¬ 
ter of the government gar¬ 
nering political points with 


the public ahead of what 
could be some tough fiscal 
measures. 

But Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil said the 
announcement was noth¬ 
ing more than a headline 
grab by the NDP. 

“There’s nothing new 
here; this was proposed by 
the previous government 
May 4 and we supported it 


| at that time,” McNeil said.

In another move the NDP 
also proclaimed changes 
brought in by the Conserva¬ 
tives in 2007, tying increas¬ 
es in annual salaries and in¬ 
demnities for house mem¬ 
bers to those of civil ser¬ 
vants.

Group calls for debate 
on province's finances 


budget There has to be 
greater public debate in 
Nova Scotia about balanc¬ 
ing short-term crisis man¬ 
agement with long-term 
crisis prevention, the Cana¬ 
dian Centre for Policy Al¬ 
ternatives said yesterday in 
releasing it’s “alternative 
budget.”

tainable solutions,” CCPA- 
NS director Christine 
Saulnier said in a release. 

The coalition is propos¬ 
ing a 30 per cent rise in so¬ 
cial assistance income 
rates, the removal of com¬ 
munity college tuition and 
the promotion of environ¬ 
mental sustainability 
among other measures. 

Economist and working 
group member Angella 
Mcewen said alarming the 
public over the deficit and 
debt detracts from discus¬ 
sion about what’s in the 
best interests of Nova Sco¬ 
tians. “As it stands there is 
no fiscal crisis and the debt 
is manageable and justified 
as is the current deficit,”

Big cash for promos, 
but not flu awareness 

Tories spending more on ads touting economic plan 


The Conservative govern¬ 
ment is spending more 
than five times as many 
taxpayer dollars on 
promoting its economic 
plan as it is on raising pub¬ 
lic awareness about the flu 
pandemic. 

Television viewers may 
have noticed the latest 
feel-good government ads 
about stimulus spending, 
including the Conserva¬ 
tive-friendly, anti-election 
pitch: “We can’t stop now,” 
and “We have to stay on 
track.” 

All the ads direct viewers 
to a Tory-blue government 
website that includes more 
than 40 different photos of 
Prime Minister Stephen 


Harper and refers repeat¬ 
edly to “the Harper govern¬ 
ment” — apparently in di¬ 
rect contravention of 
Treasury Board communi¬ 
cations policy. 

The TV spots are just the 
latest $4-million salvo in a 
$ 34-million media blitz 
trumpeting the Conserva¬ 
tive’s recession-fighting 
budget. Meanwhile, with 
public health officials fret¬ 
ting over an onrushing fall 
flu season, the spread of 
the H1N1 virus, no televi¬ 
sion ads are in the works 
to combat swine flu. 

Opposition MPs say the 
spending disparity in the 
two ad campaigns simply 
highlights the obvious: 


The government is using 
public funds to toot its 
own horn. 

“Guys, you’re spending 
all this money to promote 
yourselves. Maybe some 
work on the prevention of 
H1N1 would be helpful,” 
Liberal critic Martha Hall- 
Findlay said.

Scammers need more than 
stiff sentences, say victims 


Stiffer sentences for white- 
collar criminals promised 
by the federal government 
are only a first step in the 
battle against Ponzi and 
other financial scams that 
seem to grab headlines al¬ 
most daily, victims say. 

They say there’s still a cry¬ 
ing need for public educa¬ 
tion, proper enforcement 
and industry regulation 
with teeth to combat 
crimes that can be as devas¬ 
tating for victims as any se¬ 


rious assault. 

“It’s just as serious or vio¬ 
lent or other crime,” said 
Joey Davis of Montreal 
whose mother lost $200,000 
to an alleged fraud by in¬ 
vestment dealer Earl Jones. 

“It’s emotionally violent, 
it’s mentally violent.” 

On Tuesday, representa¬ 
tives of nine victims groups 
met Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper to com¬ 
plain about the anemic 
fight against white-collar 


crimes such as Ponzi 
schemes that have seen 
thousands of small-time in¬ 
vestors defrauded. 

Following the meeting 
with Harper, Justice Minis¬ 
ter Rob Nicholson promised 
legislation this fall that 
would impose mandatory 
minimum jail terms, longer 
sentences and confiscation 
of assets. He gave no details, 
but said the government 
was also planning to change 
the rule that allows white- 


collar criminals to get pa¬ 
role after serving just one- 
sixth of their sentence.

2009 profits to drop 60 per cent: Think tank 


Canada’s natural gas pro¬ 
ducers will reap their low¬ 
est profits in a decade this 
year, the Conference Board 
of Canada predicted 
Friday, as prices remain 
stubbornly below what’s 
needed to entice 
companies to drill. 

The Ottawa-based eco¬ 
nomics think-tank said the 
gas industry’s overall prof¬ 
its will total just $2.3 bil¬ 
lion this year, down 60 per 
cent from last year and the 
lowest since 1999. 

It also says output by 
Canadian gas producers 
will be down five per cent 
in 2009 from last year’s 


Prices dropping 

Natural gas prices have 
tumbled from a high of $13 
US per 1,000 cubic feet in Ju¬ 
ly 2008 to below $2 US per 
1,000 cubic feet earlier this 
month, prompting many 
firms to rein in drilling.

“So much has changed 
for the natural gas indus¬ 
try in just one year,” said 
Todd Crawford, an econo¬ 
mist with the board.

Canada’s junior oil and 
gas sector has been hit par¬ 
ticularly hard, since the li¬ 
on’s share of its activities 
are focused around natural 
gas, as opposed to more lu¬ 
crative oil developments. 

In its report, the Confer¬ 
ence Board said it expects 
gas-sector profits will be¬ 
gin to grow again in 2010.

ur friend’s lit¬ 
tle girl, Joelle, 
is sick in the 
hospital. Late 
at night, as we 
rock our baby to sleep, we 
think of what our friends 
are going through and our 
hearts ache for them. 
Though Joelle’s illness is 
not caused by environmen¬ 
tal factors, it got us think¬ 
ing about how vulnerable 
millions of children are to 
the hazards of this dirty 
world. 


Fetuses and young chil¬ 
dren are more vulnerable 
because their biological de¬ 
fences are still forming, 
and they are can’t detoxify 
harmful substances and re¬ 
pair damage the way 
adults can. Children also 
eat more food, drink 
more liquids, and 
breathe more air 
than adults on a 
pound-for-pound 
basis. 

The saying goes 
that a child 
eats a peck of 
dirt, but 
what if 
that dirt 


contains 


harmful 


chemi 


cals 


such as pesticides, dirty air 
from urban areas and 
roads, mercuiy or flame re- 
tardents? Children are in a 
critical period of develop¬ 
ment, and toxic exposures 
can lead to a far-ranging 
number of health issues. 
Pesticides can cause low 
birth weights, develop¬ 
mental delays, and at- 
tentional and behav¬ 
ioural disorders. Air 
pollutants have con¬ 
tributed to the epi¬ 
demic of child¬ 
hood asthma, 
while mer¬ 
cury and 
flame re¬ 
tardants 
such as 
PCBs 
and 


PDBEs can end up in our 
food through polluted wa¬ 
terways. Fetal and child¬ 
hood exposure to these 
chemicals can affect neuro¬ 
logical development. 

A major factor in kids’ 
exposures to these pollu¬ 
tants is the income bracket 
they happen to be born in¬ 
to. Lower income children 
tend to live closer to indus¬ 
trial areas, highways, and 
in older buildings. They 
and their mothers may al¬ 
so consume lower quality 
food that may be more 
subject to contamination. 

We owe it to these kids 
to clean up our act and 
give them clean air to 
breath and clean food (and 
dirt) to eat. Get well soon 
Joelle.

Abby Tobias is proof that 
youth and inexperience 
don’t have to be an obsta¬ 
cle to achieving success in 
the entrepreneurial world. 

The 30-year-old president 
of event company Sole Pow¬ 
er Productions has spent 
seven years helping pro¬ 
duce events for the likes of 
the Molson Indy, YTV 
awards, Much Music Video 
Awards, the CHIN picnic 
and the Grey Cup and he al¬ 
so donates his time and re¬ 
sources regularly to charity 
events and foundations. 

Tobias started DJing 
when he was 15 and struck 
big success at age 17 when 
he started managing a 
group of dancers called Boo¬ 
gie Brats. 

“I never had a real job. I 
was doing $50 gigs and I 
was in heaven. I thought I 
was rich,” Tobias said. 

At the age of 23, he start¬ 
ed Sole Power Productions 
in his mother’s basement 
with a few thousand dol¬ 
lars, contracting out DJs to 
high-profile events. Today, 


Sole Power produces more 
than 300 events per year. 

Alongside his love of mu¬ 
sic, Tobias always had a 
powerful entrepreneurial 
spirit that he credits for be¬ 
ing the driving force in his 
life. 

“I was never money-hun- 
giy but I’m definitely suc- 
cess-hungiy — I never want¬ 
ed to be second-best at any¬ 
thing I did. I work harder 
than most people and I 
think that’s why I have suc¬ 
cess,” Tobias said. 

Tobias has a degree in Ra¬ 
dio and Television from Ry- 
erson University and says 
he’s learned business is all 
about passion and persever¬ 
ance. 

“I’ve never read a busi¬ 
ness book on how to get 
rich. It ultimately comes 
down to being passionate 
about what you do. My pas¬ 
sion drives me — I’m that 
guy that doesn’t go to sleep 
until the day’s work is 
done,” he said. 

Tobias has worked with 
charities like the Pencer 
Brain Trust and POGO, 
which provide relief and re¬ 
sources for people living 
with brain tumours and 


other cancers. He produced 
Breakin’ for Cancer in 2007, 
which raised $40,000 for 
cancer research and created 
the Guinness World Record 
for the longest break danc¬ 
ing circle (24 hours). 

He also started a charity 
program at Toronto’s Hospi¬ 
tal for Sick Children that 
provides musical instru¬ 
ments to kids in need and 
he frequently donates to 
the Israel Emergency Fund 
on behalf of clients. 

It’s all part of Tobias’ be¬ 
lief in good karma. 

“I think if you’re good to 
others then they’ll be good 
to you,” he said. 

Recently Tobias was a pre¬ 
senter on the hit show 
Dragon’s Den, where inven¬ 
tors and owners looking for 
investors present their busi¬ 
ness ideas to wealthy 
judges.

Being at the top does 
not stop harassment 


equality A recent Globe 
and Mail article revealed 
that almost 50 per cent of 
women in positions of 
power reported experienc¬ 
ing sexual harassment in 
the workplace — a num¬ 
ber much higher than 
those in non-management 
positions. 

“This makes sense in 
terms of what we know,” 
said Louise Ripley, York 
University professor of 
business and women’s 
studies, “that power is at 
the root of the harass¬ 
ment. It’s not about sex.” 

Ripley, who teaches a 
gender issues and man¬ 
agement course, told 
Metro that men often re¬ 


spond to women in power 
by trying to bring them 
down. Doing so, she says, 
is an attempt to reduce 
their power and establish 
dominance and bound¬ 
aries in the workplace. 
Sexuality is often the ap¬ 
proach men take to stake 
out their position. 

It’s true, of course, that 
it’s not just women in 
managerial positions who 
face harassment. It’s just a 
different kind. The harass¬ 
ment faced by women in 
higher positions is more 
subtle, she says, that is 
not overtly sexual in na¬ 
ture.

It’s common for artists to 
be gracious when it comes 
to accepting award nomi¬ 
nations, but when Hey 
Rosetta! was shortlisted 
for the Polaris Music Prize 
this year, they took their 
humility a step further. 

The St. John’s, N.L., 
band’s frontman Tim Bak¬ 
er said he was shocked be¬ 
cause he didn’t think their 
record was “worthy.” 

“I guess we just never 
thought of ourselves in that 
sort of league — the real 
recording artists that really 
kind of push the bound¬ 
aries, artistically,” Baker 
said. Not long ago it might 
have seemed a bit strange 
for a band to feel unworthy 
of the prize, but this is the 
year that a class of Polaris 
veterans has emerged. 

For the first time in the 
award’s four-year history 
this year’s short list in¬ 
cludes artists who have 
been nominated before.

Baked Chicken 
and Acorn Squash 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 small acorn squash (1 Va 
lbs/625 g) 

2 to 4 garlic cloves, 
minced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil, 
divided 

4 chicken drumsticks 
4 chicken thighs 
1/4 cup (50 ml) packed 
brown sugar 
1 tsp (5 ml) salt 
1 tbsp (15 ml) minced 
fresh rosemary or 1 tsp (5 
ml) dried rosemary, 
crushed 

1 can sliced peaches, 
undrained 

METHOD: 

1. Cut squash in half 
lengthwise; discard seeds. 
Cut each half widthwise 
into 1/2-in. (1 cm) slices; 
discard ends. Place slices 
in an ungreased 13-in. x 9- 
in. x 2-in. (33 cm x 23 cm x 


5 cm) baking dish. Sprin¬ 
kle with garlic and drizzle 
with 1 tbsp (15 mL) oil. 

2. In a large skillet, brown 
chicken in remaining oil. 
Arrange chicken over 
squash. Combine brown 
sugar, salt and rosemary; 
sprinkle over chicken. 
Bake, uncovered, at 350°F 
(180°C) 45 minutes, 
basting with pan juices 
twice. 

3. Pour peaches over 
chicken and squash. Bake, 
uncovered, 15 minutes 
longer or until chicken 
juices run clear and peach¬ 
es are heated through.
